Pneumonia Has Attacked 
Lung Already Weak, 
Cable Says. 


DOCTORS ARE READY 
TO GIVE HIM OXYGEN 


Family Waits in an Adjoining 
Room, the Dispatches Add; 
Wales Is Notified. 


London, Nov. 25 (N.Y .W.N.8.).—King 
George tonight lies fighting for his life 
and; according. to information obtained 
by the New York World News Service, 
three hours after the issuance of & 
bulletin at 7:45 p. m., his condition 
desperate. 

The king's malady this afternoon took 
a turn for the worse, and at 10 o'clock 
tonight ‘this temperature was reported to 
be between 103 and 104, which indi- 
cates that the end may come at any 
time. \ 

This news, which indicates a spread 
of the infection in the lung as shown 
by the rising temperature, is borne out 
only inferentially by tonight's bulletin, 
which etates: 

“The king has had a disturbed day 
owing to an increase in the fever. His. 
strength is maintained.” 

This bulletin was signed by Sir Stan- 
ley Hewett and Lord Dawson of Penn, 
the sovereign’s personal physicians, 
after they had spent more than an hour 
in the royal sick room. 

Grown Worse, Report Says. 

According to information from a 
medical source, the reassuring phrase 
in the bulletin simply means that the 
king is putting up a strong fight for 
his life, but the outlook is not hope- 
ful, and since the bulletin was issued, 
the patient has grown worse.

Pneumonia, it is learned, had already 
set in before pleurisy was reported in 
yesterday morning's bulletin. The

There was hope felt yesterday and 
last night owing to the fact that the 
congestion in the affected lung was not 
spreading and the temperature re- 
mained stationary. but the rising tide 
of the fever tells its own story tonight. 


Real Condition Concealed. 


The news of the change for the worse 
in the king's condition is not known 
tonight to more than an infinitesima) 
fraction of Londoners. Since the day 
is Sunday and there are no evening 
newspepers, no morning bulletin was 
issued, and only in political clubs, 
where there are tape machines, was to- 
night's disturbing communique circu- 
lated. 

But in the occult way in which bad 
news gets about the rumor was circu- 
lated throughout the evening that the 
king was worse. A crowd of some hun- 
dreds assembled around the gates of 
Buckingham Palace, where many thou- 
sands would be gathered if newspa- 
pers had carried the tiding throughout 
London, 

News of the king's grave condition 
was sent by wireless to the cruiser 
Calcutta, on African Station, today, 
and as the land wires from Nairobi 
had been cleared, it was assumed that 
the message will reach the Prince of 
Wales tonight at Dodoma, in Tangan- 
yika, where his hunting party is lo- 
cated at present.

ISLAND IS BIG SUFFERER 


London, Nov. 25 (A.P.).—The entire 
western European coast, from Gibraltar 
to Scandinavia, has felt the destructive 
force of a terrific wind and rain storm. 
After raging nertheastward fof more 
than 72 hours the Brums.ot its ux 
force was being borne late 
the German and Danish coasts, 

Death and destruction were reported 
from inland cities of Ireland, Bngland, 
France and Holland. The tell of life 
at sea was kept low by heroic rescues 
as ships went down at many points 
along the coast or sent frantic appeais 
for help. ’ 

The French coasting ship Cesaree 
foundered off Algiers with ite crew of 
12. The Itajien freighter Barbara sank 
in the Bay of Biscay, but the crew of 
15 was reacued. The big (reighter 
Amiral Ponty was in « serious situation 
of Ushant Light and ite fete was in 
Goubt late tonight, although the 
steamer Macoris was standing by. 

Eighty-four men were rescued from 
the sinking German schoolahip Pom- 
mern near the Isle of Germany in the 
English Channel. A Dutch vessel 
foundered in the Zuydeg Zee with five 
on board. Three men Were missing on 
@ lighter which broke away from s« 
German tug. The German steamer 
Heinrich Podeus was stranded near 
Zaandvoort, Holland, and the Swedish 
steamer Garm was reported in a criti- 
cal condition northwest of Texel. 

The wind was responsible for at least 
two deaths in County Tyrone, North- 
ern Ireland. Many injuries were caus- 
ed by windblown debris in England. 

The low North Friesland Coast of 
Germany was inundated by the giant 
waves which rolled in from the North 
Sea. Roof tops were all that showed 
the site of one of the inundated towas. 

The inhabitants of Syit Island 
fought through the night to preserve 
a railway dyke connecting with the 
mainland which was being undermined 
by the sea. Geveral other lines of 
communication were completely wash- 
ed out.

But an official bulletin issued 
at Buckingham Palace the same night 
announced: 

“The king is suffering from a slight 
cold and some fever, and is remaining 
in bed.” 

The bulletin was signed by the mon- 
arch's personal physicians, Sir SGtan- 
ley Hewett and Lord Daweon of Penn. 

No real public alarm resulted from 
the issuance of this first bulletin, but 
two days later newspaper front pages 
all over the world reported that his 
condition had become serious. 

After reassuring bulletins had been 
issued in the afternoon the physicians 
were called back to the palace late at 
night_and reports were current that & 
third. medical authority had been 
called. into consultation. 


Lung Affected Once Before. 


The latest bulletin issued on Thurs- 
day gave the public the information 
that some congestion had developed in 
one lung. This congestion was in a 
weak lung, which for years has given 
anxiety. 

It was this weakness which nearly 
four years ago, February 25, 1925, 
caused the king’s physicians to order 
him peremptorily to cance] all engage- 
ments and take a health cruise to & 
warmer climate. After a few weeks on 
the yacht Victoria and Albert in Medi- 
terranean waters, the king, restored to 
health, returned to London. 

Shortly before Thursday midnight the 
king's condition became more alarm- 
ing, but reassuring bulletins were is- 
sued Friday informing the public that 
there “was no further extension of the 
mischief in the lung.” — 

It was not until] Saturday that the 
word pleurisy was used in dispatches 
from London. From that point on 
public alarm has been growing steadily, 
reaching its highest point tonight.

In all the large European countries 
the model airport will be found in the 
capital city—Croydon at London, Le 
Bourget at Paris and Tempéiholer at

Passage of the Capper-Stalker bill 
would give Washington an airport that 
would be a model not only for the 
country but for the world. it would 
transform what is now a wasteland

Eddie Rickenbacker foresees the day 
when Washington, providing it is ready, 
will be a port of call for airplanes and 
airships traveling in three directions— 
acroas the continent, down the Atlantic 
Coast from Boston to Buenos Aires 
and across the Atlantic, over the 
southern route, from Europe.

FINDS LOOPHOLE IN LAW 


Los Angeles, Nov. 24.—-To the whir of 
roulette wheels and the click of rat- 
tling dice the gaudily painted gambling 
barge Monfalcone opened for business 
last night 8 miles off the coast of soutn- 
ern California. 

While law-enforcement officers pon- 
dered over the ship's status, searching 
the archives for some regulation to put 
the Monfalcone out of business, the 
owners of the floating casino chal- 
lenged the law to molest them 

The ship, a 282-foot vessel equipped 
with a gambling salon extending al- 
most the full length of the ship, 4 
large grill and cafe and a spacious 
dance floor, furnished with every con- 
venience for the comfort of the cus- 
tomers, to all intents and purposes 
seemed a ship without a country. 

H. O. (“Doc”) Dougherty, one of the 
owners of the floating gambling palace, 
pointed out that the vessel was un- 
registered and therefore immune to 
governmental molestation.

Hitherto agents of individual 
unions have appeared before commit- 
tees of Congress and, when requested, 
the federation has extended its aid to 
such unions. 

The conference -will work § inde- 
pendently of all existing tariff bodies 
such as the Home Market Club, of Bos- 
ton, the American Protective Tariff 
League, of New York, and the all- -power- 
ful Pennsylvania Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, of Penusylvania, of which 
Joseph R. Grundy, of Bristol, Pa., ts 
the head.

tions, free-for-all street cars &c. 
A world of uplift, in fact,.reveals itself to the 
eyes of the enraptured movie regulators. All 
that is needed is an opening wedge that will 
pry open the doors of the Treasury, and a club 
that Congress can easily provide, with which 
to beat down the rebellious opponents of uni- 
versal wegulation. 

The motion picture industry stubbornly in- 
sists that it is already regulated and censored 
by a despotic authority—the public itself. The 
industry puts up the argument that if it sbould 
attempt to escape this public regulation and 
defy public censorship it would be puntshed 
by the loss of millions of dollars of revenue. 
It has the hardihood to suggest that the people 
of the United States do not need guardians to 
tell them when to go to a movie and when to 
stay at home. 

No more determined enemy of the noble 
project of censorship has ever appeared than 
the movie industry, unless it is the deluded 
public itself. The depravity of this opposition 
discloses the depths of ignorance into which 
the American people have fallen. Nothing but 
everlasting effort, illuminated by the conscious- 
ness of superior holiness on the part of all 
would-be censors, can ever prevail against this 
appalling conspiracy between the movie in- 
dustry and the public, whereby the industry 
panders to what the public wants, and the 
public unblushingly insists upon exercising the 
right to what it wants. 

It is a fundamental problem, an irrepressible 
eonflict, a war to the death. The public must 
be brought to terms. There must be a law to 
shackle it. Censorship must rise superior to 
the people, and must force Congress to assert 
new powers. The people must be saved from 
the public. Liberty by law bas come in con- 
flict with morality by law; and liberty must 
perish.

Some time ago the press agent of a circus 
that was booked to appear in Calgary tele- 
graphed to the Herald of that city that the 
circus which he represented contemplated the 
expenditure of a large sum of money in the

Calgary. The Herald, relying upon the truth 
of the information contained in the telegram, 
printed the story in good faith. Later the 
discovery was made that the circus had no such 
purpose in view, but that the story was a pure 
fake concocted by the press agent for the pur- 
pose of advertising. Inasmuch, as it was con- 
sidered by the newspaper that the owners of 
the show were the beneficiaries of the adver- 
dising, suit was instituted against the circus 
as. well as the press agent.

défendants “constituted a deliberate, fraud- 
ulént and unfortunately successful attempt to 
injpose as an item of news something which 
théy apparently conjured up and exploited for 
their own purpose of self-advertising.”

The search for cures for the diseases that 
befall mankind generally has involved first the 
discovery of their causes. Once it has been 
established that a given combination of cir- 
cumstances is responsible for a certain malady 
it is easier to find a cure. But this does not 
always hold true. Medical science has learned 
how to treat and cure some maladies, despite 
the fact that it has not yet learned what causes 
them, and it knows what causes certain other 
diseases without having been able to work out 
a method of attack and cure. In general, 
however, discovery of the cause leads to dis- 
covery of the cure, Prof. Kuezynski's 
theory that yellow fever is caused by a fission 
fungus is found to be true there is reason to 
hope that the disease will be conquered.

Men of 
science who cheerfully sacrifice careers and 
life itself in prosecuting the war against dis- 
ease are heroes.

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STRIKING AT RECKLESS DRIVERS. 

Generally the reckless or irresponsible driver 
is to blame for traffic accidents. Some crashes 
may be catalogued as unavoidable, but they 
aré in the minority. It has come to be gener- 
ally recognized that the best way to attack the 
problem of highway accidents is to strike at 
the reckless or irresponsible driver. The latest 
organization to enter this field is the American 
Automobile Association. : 

The association plans to spousor a safety 
responsibility law capable of Nation-wide 
adaptation. Three of its essential features are: 
Universal adoption of a drivers’ license law; 
stringent provision for the suspension of driv- 
ing permits of all persons found guilty of 
serious violations of motor vehicle laws; denial 
of the use of highways to persons who have 
failed to pay a judgment against them when 
the award was made by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, and some effective legislation to 
prevent a person who has been ruled off the 
road in one State from operating a car in other 
States. 

The efficacy of such legislation depends io a 
considerable degree upon how extensively it is 
adopted. Each of its many provisions would 
prove beneficial in an individual jurisdiction, 
but if the law is to serve as a vehicle for the 
reduction of traffic accidents it would have to 
be almost universally adopted... At present 
only eighteen States and the District of Colum- 
bia have drivers’ license laws, leaving 30 States

The reign of Meiji Tenno, 
from 1867 to 1912, covered the period 
within which Japan broke the fetters 
of her ancient seclusion and fought her 
way to the front rank among the great 
modern powers. Modern Japanese con- 
sider this the most glorious era in all 
Japan's history of more than 2,000 
years, and the sovereign under whom

HVAN TAX SEEKERS 


Residence Here Would Void 
Inheritance Levy by New 
York or Virginia. 


HELD RECONCILED TO SON 


The District may prove the determin- 
ing factor in deciding whether New 
York or Virginia have any basis for 
their claims to the inheritance tax on 
the huge estate of the late Thomas 
Fortune Ryan, it developed yesterday. 

Both of the States are preparing to 
claim a large part of the reputed $200,- 
000,000 left by the financier under 


their respective estate levies, but. two 
years before his death, Ryan is said to 
have announced that he would estab- 
lish his legal residence here. it he did 
and it can be proven, the claims of both 
Virginia and New York will fall and no 
tax will be paid on the estate. The 
District has no estate tax. 

W. W. Bride, corporation counsel. 
said last night that he would investi- 
gate the legal residence of Ryan with a 
view to determining what steps the 
District might take in the event the 
expected court battle between Virginia 
and New York develops. 


Patched Quarrel, Belief. 


New York, Nov. 25 (N.¥.W.N.8.).—A 
member of the family of Thomas For- 
tune Ryan, who died Friday leaving an 
estate estimated between §$200,000,000 
and $300,000.000, said yesterday that he 
believed Mr. Ryan a few months ago 
had patched up his quarrel with his 
son, Allan A. Ryan. 

There have been persistent rumors 
that Allan has been disinherited. Allan 
is the man who tried to corner Stutz 
Motors in 1920 and was expelled from 
the Stock Exchange in bankruptcy, only 
to continue a career of newspaper pub- 
licity as the defendant in a divorce ac- 
tion. His father, who was a more astute 
financier and who, as a devout Catho- 
lic, discountenanced divorce, was dis- 
pleased with him. 

It could not be learned yesterday 
whether Allan Ryan had been sum- 
moned here from Italy. where he Is 
traveling with his second wife and his 
daughter, Miriam. His first wife, who 
has been living in Montreal, is expect- 
€d tO arrive in New York tomorrow. 


Patriarch of Big Family. 


Thomas F. Ryan was the patriarch of 
& prolific family. Nearly twenty of 
his descendants were gathered around 
his bed when he died, and today the 
clan continued to gather in the great 
gray house on Fifth avenue. 

His widow was not yet there. Mrs 
Ryan has been ill for most of last year 
at their 4,000-acre estate, Oak Ridge, in 
Virginia, and was not called to the bed- 
side of her dying husband. It is ex- 
pected, however, that she will be here 
in time for the funeral Monday. 

This will be a solemn high mass of 
requiem at 10 a. m. in the Church of St 
Jean Baptiste, which was built largely 
from Ryan gifts. The body then will be 
placed in a receiving vault in Calvary 
Cemetery until a burial place is de- 
cided upon. 


Vault in Richmond. 


In the great Sacred Heart Cathedral 
at Richmond, Va., which was given by 
Mr Ryan, there is a vault reserved for 
members of his family. 

The Ryan home today continued to 
withhold information as to the will 
There was no indication when it would 
be read, though it was considered prob- 
able that this would be delayed at 
least until next Thursday, when Mrs 
Edward Baring, of London, a grand- 
daughter, arrives on the Aquitania. 
Mrs. Baring, notified of Mr. Ryan’s ill- 
ness, sailed Friday. 

The will was understood to be in the 
keeping of Herbert H. Vreeland, Mr. 
Ryan’s close friend. No one had an 
inkling of its terms. Mr. Ryan is not 
believed to have distributed much of 
his wealth before he died. 


Endurance Effort 
By Aviators Starts 


Schoenhair and Gugliel- 
metti Have Fuel for 70 
Hours Aloft. 


Fresno, Calif., Nov. 25 (A.P.}.—Pilots 
Lee Schoenhair and John Guglielmetti 
at 8 o’clock tonight had been in the 
air slightly more than thirteen hours 
on their attempt to break the world’s 
sustained flight record of 65 hours and 
25 minutes. 

The plane, named the Albatross B-1, 
took off at 6:41:05 a. m. It carried 646 
gallons of gasoline and 40 gallons of oil, 
estimated by the pilots to be sufficient 
to keep the plane in the air between 
79 and 80 hours. 

With its single Wright Whirlwind mo- 
tor functioning perfectly and Pilot 
Guglielmetti at the controls, the Al- 
batross made a perfect take-off, carry- 
ing a load of 7,650 pounds. 

The plane circled slowly over the 
coast range and the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, and then headed toward 
San Francisco, where the pilots hoped 
to encounter cool, heavy air.

Wages Increase 41 Cents 
Per Week During Month, 
Says Report.

MARKED 


New York, Nov. 25 (A.P.).—The Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board an- 
nounced today that the incomes of in- 
dustrial wage earners in the United 
States this fall reached their highest 
level since 1920, while employment in 
manufacturing attained its highest 
point since April, 1927. 

The board’s figures, based on reports 
from approximately 1,500 manufactur- 
ing establishments, employing about 
800,000 workers in 25 different indus- 
tries, indicated that in September 
weekly and hourly earnings per worker 
showed an increase in 18 industries, 
with an average increase in weekly 
earnings in the 25 reporting industries. 
of 41 cents over the August figures. 

The report showed 6 per cent more 
workers employed than at the low point 
in November, 1927, and the number of 
hours worked increased by 10.8 per 
cent. There was a lesser gain in each 
case over August, 1928. 

The industries in which weekly and 
hourly earnings increased were agricul- 
tural implements, automobiles, boots 
and shoes, chemicals, cotton (in the 
North), hosiery and knit goods, iron 
and steel, leather tanning, meat pack- 
ing, paint and varnish, paper products, 
rubber, silk, foundry and machine 
shops, machines and machine tools, 
heavy equipment hardware and small 
parts. In news and magazine printing 
a slight decrease in weekly earnings 
was noted. 

The outstanding phenomenon in the 
labor situation, the board reported, is 
“the marked stability of wage rates and 
earnings, which since 1923 have fluctu- 
ated less than 5 per cent and durin 
the current year have shown a slightly 
inclining trend.”

‘‘Machine Gun Louie,’”’ Haberdasher to Gangsters, | Calls 
on Police Commissioner in Attempt to Sell Bullet- 
proof Vest—Has Pistol Masquerading as Pen. 


New York, Nov. 25 (U.P.).—‘"Machine 
Gun” Louls Wisbrod, haberdasher to 
Chicago's most exclusive gangsters, 1s 
in town over the week-end calling on 


local trade and introducing some of 
the latest fads and fancies in bullet- 
proof.vests and bombs to Eastern buy- 
ers. 

Although his rise to the peak of the 
Cook County ordnance business in itself 
would furnish material for an inspiring 
success story, Wisbrod !s a modest man 
and “all business.” He prefers to be 
called plain “Machine Gun Louie” and 
is just as common as an old cartridge 
belt. 

“I sell machine guns, tear gas bombs, 
pineapple bombs, bullet-proof vests and 
all such necessities to the police of Chi- 
cago and other Western cities,” said 
Louls, “and also to the gangsters and 
racketeers. I thought I could do some 
business here.” 

As a beginning, Louls brought down 
his sample case, including an assort- 
ment of bombs and whimsies in bullet- 
proof waistcoats, to show to Police Com- 
missioner Warren. It was Louis’ idea 
that if Commissioner Warren wore one 
of the Wisbrod vests it would set the 
style and open up the whole Eastern 
market. But the commissioner was busy 
trying to catch the scoundrel who shot 
Arnold Rothstein: three weeks ago and 
couldn't see Louls right away. 

“That's all right,” said Louls. “I can 
afford to wait.

CAPPER ADVOCATES 
FARM RELIEF OPEED 


Believes Remedial Measures 
Can Be Put Through 
Short Session. 


DISAGREES WITH BORAH 


(Associated Press.) 

Enactment of a farm relief program 
at the approaching session of Congress 
without depending upon an extra ses- 
sion next spring was advocated by 
Senator Capper (Republican), Kansas, 
one of the farm belt leaders, in a state- 
ment issued yesterday. 

Adoption of the administration farm 
marketing measure being drafted by 
Chairman McNary, of the Senate agri- 
culture committee, and of an emer- 
gency agriculture tariff act were pro- 


posed by Senator Capper as vital to 
farm relief. He believed both could be 
put through in the short session ending 
March 4. 

The Kansas 


posed by Herbert Hoover in the event 
this Congress did not give agriculture 
relief. He said the extra session could 
afford little relief for the 1929 crops 


and would result in “embarrassment to | 


the new administration in preventing 
proper study of legislative needs of the 
country as a whole before Congress as- 
sembles again.” 

The support of Senator Capper of 
the plan of the forces led by Senator 
McNary for adoption of a farm relief 
program at this session gives that 
group added strength, but leaves the 
farm belt leaders still wide apart in 
their views. Senators Borah, of Idaho.

bb UNIOR does say the cutest 
things. Why, Just this morning 
he said —” Whenever some 


fond mothers leap off with a sentence 
like that we immediately cast longing 
glances at the nearest door and wish 
the house would catch on fire or the 
gas main explode. If something violent 
like that doesn't happen, we've got to 
be polite and expend an effort, a 


laborious effort, to make belfeve that 
Junior’s flat and pointless remarks are 
just about the wittiest sayings ever 
phrased by human lips. 

Then when Junior’s cute remarks are 
finally exhausted, the fond mother 
raves. on with a tedious account of 
what Junior does and what he doesn’t 
and why he should and why he shouki 
not until we feel ourselves thoroughly 
versed in Junior’s personal history. 

This fond mother is the type of per- 
son that all of us sorrowfully recog- 
nize, the type of person who insists on 
doing all the talking, particularly abous 
“me and mina” For then, conversa- 
tion is like a narrow side street—one~ 
way traffic—exit only! 

H. A. Overstreet, who is a most dis- 
cerning psychologist, has a delicious 
name for these individuals. He calls 
them unloaders. Don’t you agree that 
the term is one of supreme description? 
What else could portray their faults so 
graphically in a single word? 

The unloaders come in many varie- 
ties. The middle-aged lady who fre- 
cites an interminable legend about her 
own ailments and the man who insists 
on telling you shot by shot how he 
broke 90 at golf are notable examples. 
But we aren’t concerned with these. 
We are thinking particularly of those 
elders who are determined to unload 
stories of their own children to the 
exclusion of everything else. 

For some mythical reason they as- 
sume that the other person will be 
overwhelmingly absorbed in what they 
are saying. They never bother to find 
out whether or not he is. That’s the 
unloaders’ technique. Their entire con- * 
cern is solely with their own children. 
They never regard conversation as an 
occasion for exchanging ideas of in- 
terest. To them, it’s merely a golden 
opportuntiy to inflict on another hap- 
less victim the supposedly brilliant ex- 
ploits of their own young hopefuls. 

The best place for an unloading 
mother is a mothers’ study club. The 
Child Welfare Magazine (the National 
Parent-Teacher Association house or- 
gan) devotes several pages each month 
to “Parental Education Courses” and 
suggests how mothers can unload their 
troubles and joys systematically, how 
those who have nothing to unload be- 
cause the are not tongue-gifted or af- 
fiicted, can learn of the problems of 
other mothers and how both groups 
can help one another. The lady who 
conducts this course, Grace E. Crum, is 
an old friend of this column. For us 
she reads the latest books and maga- 
zine articles on child study and care 
and boils them down to the essentials. 
Her middle name is Effective. And 
to her page I introduce all unloaders 
and those who need loading.
